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TWO-YEAR-OLD RACING. 


UCK WEAVER, Turf columnist for The 

Louisville Times, wrote during last week 
that “casualties in the 3-year-old ranks have 
been all too numerous this year,’ and averred 
further that ‘should they continue at their 
present rate associations sponsoring some of the 
late summer and autumn stakes may be hard put 
to find representative fields.” Then Mr. Weaver 
asked these questions: 


“Can it be that the Thoroughbred is deteri- 
orating ? 

“Has excessive inbreeding weakened his struc- 
ture and enduring qualities?” 


As if, in a manner, to answer his questions, 
Mr. Weaver gravely says: “Certainly the horse 
of today is a far more brittle thing than the one 
of a decade back, and speed rather than stamina 
appears to be his chief forte. As E. K. W. mused 
the other night while commenting on the large 
number of compaigners which have fallen victim 
of the vicissitudes of training in recent years: 
‘Are we never to see another Old Bones (meaning 
the one and only Exterminator) or another Rose- 
bud or even a Display?’ ” 


There were fewer Thoroughbreds for racing 
purposes in America a decade ago than there 
are today, but it is our information and observa- 
tion that the veterinarians, numbers considered, 
are proportionately no busier today than they 
were 10 years back. 

We do not think the Thoroughbred is deterior- 
ating. We think the percentage of excellent 
foals this year is no smaller than 10 years ago. 
It is true that the tendency in all parts of the 
world for a long time has been for sprinting 
events. This being true, the breeders have mated 
with a view to producing sprinters, and the 
trainers have educated their charges to sprinting. 

The blood and bone of the Thoroughbred horse 
is better today than it was a century ago; better 
than half a century ago; better than a quarter 
century back, and better than a decade ago, and 
the animal, by the same reasoning, is better 
if permitted to mature before employment in the 
tasks for which it is bred. 

What has been mistaken to be deterioration 


is due to mishandling. It is due to training and 
racing before maturity. It is due to overfeeding 
and failing to exercise the yearling properly in 
preparation for the market. If the racing asso- 
ciations would reduce the stakes for 2-year-olds 
and increase the takes for 4-year-olds and older 
horses, breeders and owners then would have 
the incentive to save their animals for breaking 
and racing later. The effect of that is easier 
to see. They would be more mature and naturally 
hardier. They would last longer in racing, and 
would be more serviceable after racing. There 
would be less need for the firing iron. 

The matter of sprinting and staying is a 
matter of blood admixture in the first instance 
and in the method of training in the second in- 
stance. The blood of the Thoroughbred horse is 
more potent today than it ever was, and it will 
be more and more potent as the years pass, 
provided it is kept pure and the race courses 
remain open as testing grounds for it. 

If it is preferred that we shall have more horses 
to assert the glories of the Turf and to be glori- 
fied as have been the stalwarts, then it is essen- 
tial that we shall do away largely with stakes 
for 2-year-olds, preserving only such as_ the 
Futurity at Belmont Park, the Breeders’ Futurity 
at Lexington, the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes 
at Louisville, the Queen City Handicap at La- 
tonia, the Pimlico Futurity at Pimlico, the 
Selima Stakes at Laurel, the Endurance Handi- 
cap at Bowie, and the Eastern Shore Handicap 
at Havre de Grace. There should not be more 
than a couple of stakes for 2-year-olds in July 
at Arlington Park and in August at Saratoga. 


Then, as the more valuable stakes for 4-year- 
olds and older horses would come, the distances 
would be increased, so that there would be an 
incentive for breeding and training stayers in- 
stead of sprinters. 

Under such a program we would have horses 
that could “run all day,” if need be-——horses with 
the bottom of Black Maria, Lady Relief, Charmer, 
each having been in races requiring 20 miles in 
a single day for decision; horses like Wagner, 
Grey Eagle, Boston, Lexington, Lecompte, Ten 
Broeck and a host of others about which we 
love to read and marvel and dream. 
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A DOZEN PHAR LAPS? 
UR good friend William (Palmer House) 
Ryan is having fine success racing horses 

in France and he is enthusiastic about the sport 

he is having. In the course of a note published 
elsewhere in this issue, Mr. Ryan tells THE 

BLoop-HorsE: “Horses are dirt cheap here, and, 

I think, the best in the world. I could bring a 

dozen Phar Laps over this fall.” 

About 98 per cent of the citizens of England 
and a lesser percentage of residents of the United 
States will disagree with Mr. Ryan’s opinion 
about the superiority of French horses, and 
what will the Antipodeans say about his declara- 
tion that he “could bring a dozen Phar Laps” 
to America this fall? 

Can’t you hear them berating the man who 
would make so bold as that? The genial com- 
missioner’s ears will burn hot when the Austra- 
lians and New Zealanders have finished putting 
him ‘on the pan.” Those Americans and Mexi- 
cans who were fortunate enough to have seen 
the lamented Phar Lap win the Agua Caliente 
Handicap may think that Mr. Ryan is somewhat 
exaggerative as regards his ability to bring over 
Phar Lap’s equal, but racing magnates like 
Joseph E. Widener, E. R. Bradley, M. J. Winn, 
Roy Carruthers, Joseph A. Murphy and others, 
if they do not discount the statement, might with 
great profit to the sport in America commission 
Mr. Ryan to bring the entire dozen. 


COOPERATION AND TAXES. 
N Washington a harassed Congress, beset 
upon one side by the necessity for raising the 
money for a billion dollar budget, and bedeviled 


upon the other side by every special interest 
which sees a tax about to fall on it, is making 
a fight to solve an extraordinarily difficult 


problem. We are not inclined to put in with our 
contemporaries who lay a blanket damnation 
upon the entire national legislative body. Rather 
we sympathize with the individual members 
and deplore only the cumbersome machinery 
which so often prevents the carrying into effect 
of unified policies. 

We must especially congratulate the Senate on 
its action of last Thursday, May 26, when it ac- 
cepted the Finance Committee’s recommendation 
to subject all admissions, including those at horse 
and dog racing tracks, to the regular 10 per cent 
tax. The committee had disapproved, after serious 
consideration, the proposal to increase the ad- 
mission tax for racing meetings to 25 per cent. 
A large part of the material which the committee 
considered came from The Jockey Club, New 
York, and part of the material which The Jockey 
Club presented was furnished by the editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, who had obtained it from 
owners and breeders of Thoroughbred horses 
throughout Kentucky.

TO SELL HORSES IN TRAINING 


O. KEENE is very proud of the first of Jean 
e« Valjean’s get, the best-looking one of which 
is the smart colt from the good race mare In- 
quiry (dam of Retort and Sandy Ford), by the 
English sire, Amphion, out of *Scrutiny, by Bal- 
lot, next dam Investigation, by St. Amant, a pic- 
ture of which appears on the cover of this issue 
of THE BLOOD-HoRSE. Jean Valjean is the very 
fast chestnut son of *Stefan the Great out of 
Jeanne Bowdre, by Luke McLuke, for which Mr. 
Keene in 1928 refused a large sum. ‘A number 
of my friends thought I was foolish not to sell 
the horse,”’ said the master of Keeneland as he 
admiringly inspected the mares and foals in a 
large back pasture on his place. ‘Perhaps I 
was, but I now am not sorry that I kept him. 
He has given us a great sample in this colt 
from his first foals of what we may expect in 
conformation, size and knowledge. He will be 
a great stock horse. This is a truly smart colt, 
and I am keen to see him in action on the race 
course. If he does not make the true race horse, 
then he belies his ear marks.”’ 


A smashing good colt is by Blue Larkspur out 
of Alice Blue Gown, by Luke McLuke, which is 
shown on this page following his dam, one of 
the two mares for which Mr. Keene has highest 
regard, the other being Jeanne Bowdre, also a 
daughter of Luke McLuke. She has a very at- 
tractive chestnut colt foal by *Epinard. 


Mr. Keene last week made announcement of 
his arrangement with E. J. Tranter, president 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company, New York, to sell 
for him in the paddock at Washington Park, 
Homewood, Illinois, on Friday, June 17, the day 
before the running of the American Derby, his 
entire string of horses in training, with the ex- 
ception of Tiger Trail, which was injured shortly 
after the horses reached Washington Park. The 
number to be sold is 21. John W. Bain will be 
the auctioneer. Hal Price Headley will have a 


dozen to sell in the same sale, and there also 
may be others to bring the number to around 40. 

Mr. Keene in telling of his determination to 
sell the horses in training said: ‘There are two 
reasons for this sale. The first is that I have 
to raise money, and the other is that I am in 
need of a rest from the activities and duties im- 
posed by a racing stable. I will not say that I 
never intend to race any more horses. I hope 
to be in the game until my dying day and I 
hope affairs will take shape so that I will not 
have to sell my yearlings. I have some nice 
yearlings and some of the best baby colts I ever 
bred. There are some runners among the 21 I 
will sell at Washington Park, and they will be 
just about at the top of their form by sale time.” 

The Keene string is made up of the 4-year- 
olds Pangloss and Santon; the 3-year-olds Ab- 
surdity, Distant Drum, Don Romiro, Pancho Lo- 
pez, Ricciardo, and Rosa de Cuba, and the 2- 
year-olds Blue Emperor, Don Carlos, Darkest 
Hour, Judgment, Miss Muffet, Night Jasmine, 
Sandaltree, Sandro, Salut d’Amour, Santa Roma, 
Syrinx, Tangala and Vespucci. 


The dozen to be disposed of by Mr. Headley 
are Pigeon Hole, 7-year-old; Niato, 5-year-old; 
Chu Chu, Kneehigh, Predict, Prefer, Rummy, 3- 
year-olds; Fair Crest, Fair Image, Flying Pil- 
grim, Go Fetch, and Three Bees, 2-year-olds. 

These horses are all in racing condition. In 
fact they are racing now. Here is an opportu- 
nity for buyers to get material for the summer, 
autumn and winter campaigns. 


ABOUT 40 PER CENT OFF.

SUBURBAN AND BELMONT. 

HE Withers Stakes, mile preliminary to the 

Belmont Stakes, was run Saturday, May 28, 
won by Boatswain. The following Monday, 
Decoration Day, the Suburban Handicap was de- 
cided. The.handicap drew a crowd of some 
20,000. The Withers attracted something like 
15,000. The Belmont Stakes, to be run next 
Saturday, June 4, is not expected to draw 
especially well, as the best 3-year-olds of the 
season are not eligible for the race. Of the 
horses which finished close up in the Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness and Withers, the only Belmont 
eligibles are Mad Pursuit and Osculator. An 
allowance race might attract a better field than 
the time-honored Belmont. Thus it appears that 
the Suburban Handicap this year returns to its 
place as the chief race of the chief Metropolitan 
meeting, a distinction it held some 40 years ago. 
The winner was the French-bred *White Clover 
II, owned by the Foxcatcher Farms Stable, with 
The Nut second, Sun Meadow third, Mate fourth, 
and the Western Challenger, Gallant Knight, 
last. (Details will be given next week.) The 
Belmont Park meeting will end Thursday, June 
9, and Aqueduct’s summer meeting will begin 
the following day. 


HA HA AGAIN. 


For his fourth victory in a claiming stakes 
race this year, the Latin Stable’s Ha Ha (3-y-o, 
105) took the thirty-third running of the Har- 
lem Claiming Stakes ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, one mile), at Belmont Park May 24.

PARI-MUTUEL COMES THROUGH. 


Joseph E. Widener’s Pari-Mutuel, own brother 
to two high class horses, Chance Play and 
Chance Shot, had to be let in a handicap with 
only 97 pounds up before he could win in stakes 
company. Under a capable ride on the part of 
young S. Coucci, Pari-Mutuel trailed the small 
field during the early furlongs of the Spindrift 


Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 
miles, Belmont Park, May 25), took the lead in 
the stretch and held on to win by a nose from 
the favorite, the Wheatley Stable’s Blenheim 
(108). Four lengths behind them came Mrs. John 
Hay Whitney's Lightning Bolt (121). W. R. Coe’s 
Pompeius (3-y-0, 112) set the pace and tired 
to finish fourth. Spinach (120) was fifth and 
last.

HAPPY GAL BEATS CATERWAUL. 


Another friendly feud appears to be in the 
making between Thomas J. Healey and James 
Fitzsimmons, two of the best known veterans 
among American trainers. It began when Mr. 
Healey was saddling C. V. Whitney’s Caterwaul 
for the Keene Memorial Stakes at Belmont Park 
and Mr. Fitzsimmons strolled over and com- 
mented that he was sending one to the post 
which might hand a beating to the Whitney 
colt. Caterwaul won and the Fitzsimmons- 
trained entry, a filly called Happy Gal, flying the 
colors of William Woodward's Belair Stud Stable, 
was second. Last Thursday, May 26, the colt 
and filly met again, in the fifty-sixth running of 
the Juvenile Stakes ($4,000 added, 2-year-olds, 
five furlongs), at Belmont. In their first meet- 
ing Caterwaul had given the filly three pounds. 
Now he carried 122 to her 114, eight pounds 
difference, the result of her maiden and sex 
allowances. Of the 10 which started, Happy Gal, 
with E. Steffen up, had enough speed to take 4 
slight lead and later to draw away. Caterwaul, 
ridden by R. Workman, was in some sort of early 
difficulty. It was not until the last three-six- 
teenths that he found the way clear for a real 
challenge. At that stage the filly appeared to 


have the race in hand; she had a short lead and 
was holding a true course down the rail, on the 
inside, though running in the deeper part of the 
track. An eighth from the finish the Whitney 
colt had drawn up to her throatlatch, and from 
there to the finish the battle was waged almost 
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equally, the filly finally scoring by a neck, Cater- 
waul second by four lengths, with his stablemate, 
Rapscallion (122) third by a head, the Brook- 
meade Stable’s Okapi (122) fourth. The others 
were Glorify (119), De Valera (117), Quel Jeu 
(122), Kerry Patch (117), Energetic Boy (117), 


Bobbing (122). The time for the five furlongs 
down the Widener straightaway was :57, fastest 
in the history of the stakes, a second slower than 
the doubtful track record. The result of the race 
was one to provoke disagreement among those 
who saw it, and both the winner and the second 
still had their adherents after the filly had won. 
The Whitney entry started favorites at 1 to 2. 
Stakes division, $12,800, $1,500, $700, $150.

TWENTY GRAND IS TREATED. 

At Belmont Park last week, Dr. Philip Mc- 
Carthy, of Philadelphia, applied the firing iron 
to a small, low splint, just below the left fore 
ankle. On Saturday, Major Louie A. Beard, gen- 
eral manager of Thoroughbred horse interests 
for the Whitney families, wired THE BLOOD-HORSE 
in response to a telegraphed inquiry as to the 
great runner’s condition: 

“Twenty Grand has been fired for low splint, 
and we hope he can start at Saratoga, although 
we can not be definite. He is doing well.” 

Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, who had been in con- 
sultation with Dr. McCarthy at Greentree Farm 
the day it was decided to send Twenty Grand 
back to Belmont Park, said: “Yes, I shou'd think 
he will be in shape to start at Saratoga, if all 
goes well with him.” 

Arthur Shutts, manager of Greentree Farm, 
who spent 21 years at his New Jersey establish- 
ment looking after bad-legged Thoroughbreds 
for the late Dr. R. W. McCully and others, said: 
“Twenty Grand will race again, never fear. His 
ailment is not alarming. It was a small splint 
just above the left fore ankle. When in action 
the ligaments would work over it in such a way 
as to cause a filling after he had worked or raced, 
but he was never lame on it. He had the trouble 
when he won the Kentucky Derby, but Jimmy 
Rowe was able to keep down the swelling at 
that time by an application and the use of 
bandages. This firing has or will remove the 
splint entirely.” 

Mr. Shutts said Dr. Philip McCarthy is a 
young veterinarian who has specialized in leg 
ailments and who has already made a name for 


himself in that respect. He does much work for 
owners of hunters and polo ponies in the East 
and looks after the Thoroughbreds at George 
D. Widener’s Erdenheim Farm. 


SARATOGA YEARLING SALES. 


E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, is busy completing the schedule for the 
sales of yearlings to be conducted during August 
at his company’s paddocks in Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y. The tentative arrangement is for sales on 
15 evenings, beginning Friday, August 5, and 
ending Thursday, August 25. There may, how- 
ever, be a curtailment of these evenings to 13 
or 14. The completed schedule will appear in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE shortly. 

Meanwhile Mr. Tranter is urging consignors 
to send only their very best yearlings. ‘There 
will be a market for the best, but for the others 
little or nothing can be expected,” he has said to 
THE BLooD-HoRSE. This being true, why ship the 
others? It would be better to keep them at home 
and break and train them or seil them in 
November, either tried or untried, but ready to 
go to the winter tracks or to be laid over until 
next spring. 


SMITH TAKES DORWOOD HORSES. 


The Beasel and Morfair, two of the tops of 
the recent sale of the Dorwood Stable, were 
knocked down to Dr. T. M. Cassidy, but last 
week it was announced that J. P. (Sammy) 
Smith, who had trained them for Victor Emanuel, 
had acquired them privately and would race them 
under his own colors. He also got the 2-year- 
olds Appellant, Calaria, Console, Custodian, 
Opium, Morlen, Marlove and Leroline by private 
purchase, and Mr. Emanuel presented him with 
Ayston, a 2-year-old which had failed to get a 
bid. Mr. Smith sent Appellant, Calaria, Console, 
Custodian, Morlen, Morlove and Opium to Charles 
E. Patterson’s training stable at the Kentucky 
Association track. Flying Wedge and Morvvry, 
which were passed from the ring without a bid, 
remain in Mr. Emanuel’s ownership and will be 
sent to England to join his string of jumpers 
there. They have been gelded. 


FAIR STABLE DISPERSAL. 


In the paddock at Belmont Park, Saturday, 
June 4, under the auspices of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, John W. Bain auctioneer, the Fair 
Stable of Mrs. Graham Fair Vanderbilt, com- 
prising 10 head in charge of Trainer Alex B. 
Gordon, will be dispersed. The horses are Sweep- 


ing Light, Sarazen II, *Desert Prince, Black 
Powder, Makulu, Absinthe, Energetic Boy, 
Monkey, Burning Beauty and Dubois. The last- 


named four are 2-year-o'ds. “Desert Prince and 
Sweeping Light are by the English Derby win- 
ner, Manna. 


DEAD HEAT. 


Joseph E. Widener’s Algeria and Lew Brown’s 
Indiantown, after running almost head-and-head 
all the way, finished in a dead heat in the sixth 
race at Belmont Park May 27. It was the first 
dead heat of the season in New York. 


BELMONT PARK’S CHARITY DAY. 

Secretary Victor E. Schaumburg, with the full 
cooperation of horsemen, is arranging the pro- 
gram for the charity day of racing to be held 
next Monday, June 6, at Belmont Park. One 
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of the events which will attract much attention 
is a dash of three-sixteenths of a mile for stable 
ponies, ridden by former jockeys who now hold 
trainers’ licenses. Admission has been reduced 
for the day to $2.50, with a clubhouse charge of 
$5 for men and $3 for women. 


EQUIPOISE GETS A REST. 


Equipoise did not start in the Suburban Handi- 
cap of May 30, and probably will not be started 
again, it is understood, until the Arlington meet- 
ing in July. He will be given a short rest, having 
won all four of his starts this year and estab- 
lished himself as the leading contender for the 
championship of the handicap division. 


COWDIN WITHDRAWS RESOLUTION. 

John Cowdin, at a recent meeting of The Jockey 
Club, presented a resolution which would have 
empowered racing secretaries to abandon a race 
if the entries were fewer than five. When a 
short meeting was held at Belmont Park before 
the racing of May 25, Mr. Cowdin withdrew the 
resolution. 


COUCCI MOVES TO GREENTREE. 


Jockey Sylvio Coucci, an 87-pound lad from 
the Bronx, developed at Agua Caliente last 
winter by John Coburn, last week became an em- 
ployee of the Greentree Stable of Mrs. Payne 
Whitney. Mr. Coburn sold his contract after 
considerable negotiation and the price, it is un- 
derstood, may have been as high as $15,000. 


DEATH OF WALTER O. PARMER. 

Walter O. Parmer, 77, died at his home, Belle 
Meade Farm, near Nashville, Tenn., Tuesday, 
May 24. Mr. Parmer was the son of Dr. C. D. 
Parmer, of Greenville, Ala., and grandson of 
Col. Ephriam Parmer. From them he took his 
love for Thoroughbred horses and horse racing. 
He located at Nashville in 1881 and took an in- 
terest in the racing at Cumberland Park. He 
formed a connection with George M. Hendrie, of 
Hamilton, Ontario, who is now the owner of 
Springside Farm, near Lexington, and they 
operated the Windsor track, Windsor, Ontario, 
and Highland Park, Detroit, for a number of 
years. In the late ’90s Mr. Parmer established 
the Edenwold Stud on a farm which formerly 
was a part of the William Donelson estate, 10 
miles from Nashville. At the dispersal sale of 
the Belle Meade Stud, October 29 and 30, 1902, 
Mr. Parmer acquired The Commoner and some 
20 mares. After the death of The Commoner in 
1914, Mr. Parmer brought *Assagai from Eng- 
land and for several years he had the largest 
stud of Thoroughbreds in Tennessee, the mares 
numbering around 60. The yearlings for several 
years were sold at Saratoga. When the Belle 
Meade land was put on the market, Mr. Parmer 
bought a portion of it and removed the horses to 
it. From time to time he reduced the stud and 
as his health became not so good finally sold all 
of his horses. It had been his habit for 22 winters 
to be at Naples, Fla., with Mr. Hendrie and Judge 
Charles F. Price, who had been in the stewards’ 
Stand at the meetings operated by Messrs. 
Hendrie and Parmer. They were all there to- 
gether last winter, but Judge Price relates that 
at parting Mr. Parmer expressed the thought 
that he would not be with them again.

THE AMERICAN DERBY. 


ASHINGTON PARK, it appears, will stage 

the next of the big races for the leading 
3-year-olds. It will be the American Derby, 
$50,000 added, to be run Saturday, June 18. 
Burgoo King, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness Stakes, will be a starter, except 
in the event of a muddy track. Tick On, favorite 
over the Bradley colt in both those classics and 
very narrowly beaten by him in the Preakness, 
will also be in the field. So will Boatswain, win- 
ner of the Withers Stakes and pacemaker in the 
Preakness. So also will the good filly Evening, 
and possibly Top Flight. 

Race-goers and racing critics have had con- 
siderable to say about the form of horses at 
Washington Park. Reversals have been frequent, 
and frequently they have been of astounding 
proportions. At other tracks this year we have 
noticed that there appears to be an unusually 
large percentage of favorites winning, more than 
40 per cent at many meetings. But Washington 
Park has had so many upsets that numerous 
persons have begun to wonder audibly why 
there has not been an investigation. 


BUYS HORSE HE GAVE AWAY. 

Last year Roscoe Goose had a 2-year-old called 
Delven, a colt by *Colonel Vennie—Delco Light, 
by Everest. The colt broke down, apparently 
hopelessly, and Mr. Goose offered him to his 
friend, Lon Jones, who took the cripple to his 
National Stock Farm near Louisville. This 
spring, as a 3-year-old Delven looked so good 
Mr. Jones put him in training. Delven won his 
first race of the year, at Churchill Downs. Mr. 
Goose was so impressed with the colt that he 
paid Mr. Jones $1,200 for him and headed for 
Washington Park. Before leaving Churchill 
Downs, Mr. Goose also bought four 2-year-olds 
from E. R. Bradley. 


72 ELIGIBLE FOR LASSIE. 


Seventy-two 2-year-old fillies remained eligible 
for Arlington Park’s Lassie Stakes, $10,000 added, 
after the final closing May 16. The total in the 
pool, including the added money, is now $20,230. 
There will be an additional $1,000 for each 
starter. The winner will receive all but $6,250 
of the total. 


GOLD STEP ARRIVES SUDDENLY. 

C. Whitney Moore, Lexington horseman, won 
a couple of races with his good selling plater, 
Gold Step, early in the season, but afterwards 
had trouble getting him home in front. At 
length he dropped him into a race at Aurora 
May 20 with a claiming price of only $3,000 on 
him. He won by three lengths, but passed out 
of Mr. Moore’s hands, as Mrs. S. H. Fairbanks 
had deposited a claim for him. Three days later, 
Monday, May 23, the opening day at Washington 
Park, Mrs. Fairbanks started the gelding in the 
Washington Park Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs) and won it. 
Though grouped in the mutuel field (with Manta, 
Hyman and Gay Past), Gold Step appeared the 
class of the race. H. Schutte took him to the 
lead early in the running and won easily, by three 
lengths.

ELIMINATION. 

T the luncheon meeting of the Thoroughbred 

Club at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, last 
Saturday, Thomas Piatt, president, presiding, the 
chief topic of discussion was the elimination of 
the surplus of animals for breeding and racing 
purposes. Jack S. Young, secretary, suggested 
it might be well to undertake to have a heavy 
duty placed on Thoroughbred horses brought into 
the United States from other countries. Horses, 
for instance, costing, say, $25,000 or over to 
be exempt from duty, but those costing less to 
be taxed at a rate sufficiently high to make im- 
portation undesirable and unprofitable. The 
thought rested for consideration of the members. 
It is expected to come up again. 

President Piatt offered the suggestion that, 
in his opinion, the process of elimination would 
have to start on the breeding farms. He asked 
for expressions as to what might be the first 
and best step. William Lee Nutter answered 
that in his opinion it would be to end the breed- 
ing season on May 20 each year until the result 
desired has been attained. 

Jack S. Young asked: “Why not spey some of 
the fillies?” 

“Could they be successfully raced?” inquired 
one of the younger men further down the table. 

President Piatt said he recalled that the late 
Col. Milton Young had ordered a number of 
fillies at McGrathiana to be speyed one year, but 
he had no recollection whether they were trained. 
Jack S. Young said that he had not known that 
his father had had the experience and was not 
sure there would be any record of results among 
his papers. 

Dr. -E. W. Hagyard stated that the late Dr. 
Robert Bryan had speyed the fillies for Colonel 
Young, but that they had kept no records con- 
cerning them afterward. Dr. Hagyard saw no 
reason why fillies would not race as well after 
having been speyed as would colts after having 
been castrated. He knew that the fillies would 
be somewhat sluggish afterward, but he thought 
possibly no more so than geldings. 

There was then a buzz of discussion of the sub- 
ject on the part of the diners in subdued tones, 
one to the other, and for several minutes the 
interest was lively. Someone then asked about 
the time to spey fillies and Dr. Hagyard gave 
the opinion that it might best be done when 
yearlings. He was not in favor, he said, of the 
practice earlier because the ovarial formation is 
not so well defined prior to the yearling stage. 

The writer’s impression is that, accepting the 
thought of Mr. Piatt that the process of elimina- 
tion would have to start on the farms, the 
breeders present were very much interested in 
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the suggestion for speying and that there will 
likely be something to follow. By speying the 
fillies the breeder makes certain that they will 
not come back into the studs to be matrons, and 
at the same time their usefulness for racing and 
other purposes does not appear to be impaired 
thereby. 

So long as the By-Products plant was in 
operation near Lexington, it was easier to do 
the eliminating by humane destruction of the 
least desirable animals, because the plant oper- 
ators came for the horses or they could be 
vanned to the plant. Now the cost is about $10 
per head to destroy and bury them on the farms, 
but a number of the breeders are finding this 
advisable and they are practicing it. They feel 
that it is much better that they so dispose of 
the animals than to sell them to traders who 
would swap them off to people who have no 
sentiment and little regard for them, so that 
they would end their days in the misery of 
drudgery on starvation rations, or finally be 
turned out to die, starving and neglected, on 
some commons, or among sand dunes, or in 
swamps.

At a meeting of the members of the 
Kentucky Board of Agriculture at Louisville, 
May 24, the opinion was expressed that horse 
racing will be brought back as the major at- 
traction of the fair. 
CHURCHILL DOWNS DISTRIBUTION. 
During 20 days of racing (including a 
charity day) at Churchill Downs this spring, 
$213,310 in stakes and purses was distibuted to 
winning owners, an average of $10,665.50 a day. 
For the meeting last spring the total distributed 
was $278,155, daily average $14,639. 


SALE OF RAILEY FARM. 

When L. A. Railey’s 130-acre farm in Wood- 
ford County was sold on May 16, George Greenup, 
a farmer of Fayette County, was the purchaser. 
The bidding began at $85 and closed at $109.50 
an acre. The farm adjoins Major T. C. McDowell’s 
Buck Pond. 


MOVEMENT FOR RACING IN NEW JERSEY. 

Information from New Jersey is to the effect 
that a number of leading sportsmen of that 
state are intending to introduce a bill at the 
next session of the legislature designed to legal- 
ize pari-mutuel pooling at race courses. The 
measure, it is said, will provide for a state 
racing commission of three members, will limit 
racing to 50 days a year at each track, and fix 
a license tax of $1,000 per day plus a tax of 3 
per cent on the gross turnover in the pools. It 
has been 40 years since New Jersey had racing 
with lawful betting. Plans, it is said, call for 
tracks at Atlantic City, Jersey City, Newark 
and Camden. 


ELIZABETH BOLLA DEAD. 

Elizabeth Bolla, 8-year-old daughter of Flying 
Squirrel—Sunny Days, by Olambala, broke 
down in the third race at Washington Park May 
23, and the injury was so bad that she had to 
be destroyed. The mare, owned by the Colgate 
Stable, included among her numerous wins the 
Pontchartrain Handicap of 1931. After she won 
that stakes race she attracted considerable at- 
tention because of stories relating to her strange 
preferences for food, which were more human 
than equine. 


MAROONED DISQUALIFIED. 

Leo J. Marks’ Marooned, a gelded 2-year-old 
son of Whiskalong, was disqualified from first 
place in the second race at Belmont Park May 
27, after getting to the finish two lengths in 
front of Morton L. Schwartz’s Idealist, which 
was given first money. Marooned crossed in 
front of Idealist and interfered with him in the 
stretch.

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CANADA 


CLOSE AT WOODBINE PARK. 

HE first and finest of the major spring meet- 

ings in Canada, that at Woodbine Park, To- 
ronto, closed last Saturday, May 28. The usual 
program of stakes was run off, with lowered 
purses, and attracted good contenders from the 
United States and Canada. The Maryland sta- 
ble of S. W. Labrot was. eminently successful 
during the seven days of racing, taking down 
three stakes races and other monies. Wood- 
bine’s horses and horsemen have now moved 
over to Thorncliffe Park for seven days. 

The spring season began in the Montreal sec- 
tor last Saturday, when racing opened at Kings 
Park. Bad weather and track made the open- 
ing inauspicious, but an excellent crowd was re- 
ported. 

The Montreal circuit will have a shorter sea- 
son than usual, 10 weeks in all, counting the two 
meetings at Connaught Park, Ottawa, along with 
the meetings at Montreal’s four tracks. Since 
the elimination of Delorimier Park and the ex- 
tension of Kings Park to a .six-furlong track, 
there is no half-mile course at Montreal. 


KHORASAN TAKES CONNAUGHT CUP. 

The Seagram Stable won the eighteenth run- 
ning of the Connaught Cup Handicap ($1,200 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), at 
Woodbine Park May 23, with the 4-year-old 
Khorasan, which was making his first start of 
the year and carrying 120 pounds, top weight in 
the field of seven. Shuffled back in the run to 
the first turn, he went to the outside and caught 
R. H. New’s Frumper (110) in the last stride 
to win by a nose. Frumper battled the winner 
neck and neck through the stretch but proved 
a little the weaker. Five lengths behind the two 
came J. E. Smallman’s Deedie (100). The Harber 
Stable’s Traumagne (100) was fourth.

SANTA ANITA TRACK. 


HERE was filed at Pasadena, Cal., on Wed- 

nesday, May 25, an agreement under which 
Anita M. Baldwin, daughter of the late E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin, leased to Joseph M. Smoot 
207 acres of the old Santa Anita Ranch for the 
purpose of building a race track near Arcadia. 
Under the terms of the agreement, annual rental 
not to exceed $75,000 is to be paid. Of this 
$37,500 is to be an assured payment. The re- 
mainder is to be in the nature of 5 per cent of 
the gross receipts, not to exceed $37,500. Im- 
provements are to cost not less than $800,000. 
Work is to be started not later than September 
15, 1932, and is to be completed before June 1, 
1933. The lease also provides that “any business 
prohibited by the state, county or municipal law” 
is not to be permitted on the premises. When 
the agreement and lease were filed, there also 
was filed an assignment of the lease from Joseph 
M. Smoot to the Los Angeles Jockey Club, the 
officers of which are named as follows: Joseph 
M. Smoot, president; Fred R. Wilke, vice-presi- 
dent, and L. O. Blatchford, secretary.

AGUA CALIENTE CONTROL CHANGES. 
Announcement was made from Agua Caliente, 
Lower California, on Wednesday, May 25, that 
Wirt G. Bowman, president of the Agua Caliente 
Company, operating the Agua Caliente Hotel, 
baths, golf grounds, casino, and controlling the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club and a dog track, had 
stated that he had sold his stock and that he 
would resign his office at the meeting of stock- 
holders to be held on May 31.

October 5, 1931, at Riverside Park, Thelma L. 
won a “boat race,” and the six losing jockeys 
were promptly suspended by the stewards of 
the Riverside Park Jockey Club. Saturday May 
21, 1932, the stewards reinstated Jockey Joe 
Dyer on the strength of affidavits made by 
Jockeys P. Van Pelt and J. Rich to the effect 
that Dyer was not in any way to blame for the 
“fixing.” Jockeys Rich and D. Lyons had already 
been reinstated. Only Van Pelt, R. Ayroud and 
R. Cochran remain under suspension.

THE DERBY. 


EFORE this number of THE BLOOD-HORSE is 

in the mails the 153rd Derby will have been 
decided at Epsom Downs in England. Orwell, 
owned by the American-born W. M. G. Singer, 
was expected to go to the post the shortest- 
priced favorite since his sire, Gainsborough, won 
the war-time Derby of 1918 at odds-on, 8 to 13. 
Mr. Singer himself, 67 years old, was not to 
see the race, his invalid condition being such 
that the excitement might affect him adversely. 
Twenty-three remained eligible for the Derby at 
last report, and about 20 were expected to start. 


DOUBLE FOR RYAN. 

William (Palmer House) Ryan, of Chicago, 
noted betting commissioner, is having continued 
success with the horses being trained for him 
in France by Jim Winkfield, noted Lexington 
Negro jockey, who made good in the saddle in 
Russia and France. In a cablegram from Paris, 
Mr. Ryan tells THE BLOOD-HORSE that on May 25 
his colors were twice successful, one race having 
been won by the 2-year-old bay filly Madame 
Angot, by Mont Saint Eloi--Madame Sans Gene, 
and the other by the 3-year-old chestnut filly 
Masked Parade, by Parth —Masketting. Madame 
Angot is one of several purchased last fall at the 
yearling sales at Cheri’s. She cost him only 
1,000 francs ($40). She is the first foal of her 
dam, a daughter of Sans le Sou from Marmara 
II, by Alcantara IT. 

Masked Parade’s dam, Masketting, is by Main- 
tenon out of the famous American mare, Mask- 
ette, by Disguise out of Biturica, by Hamburg. 
Maskette won the Futurity, etc., and $77,070 
and was sold by James R. Keene to W. K. Van- 
derbilt. She was in the Haras du Quesnay when 
A. K. Macomber bought the famous French es- 
tablishment, where now are several of her daugh- 
ters, including Maskara (dam of *Masked Marvel 
II) and granddaughters. Mr. Ryan _ bought 
Masked Parade from Mr. Macomber during the 
first week in May, and on May 14 she won her 
first out under his colors by six lengths at 7 to 2. 

Masked Jester, by the way, is a _ son of 
Maskette herself and was. sired by Mr. Macom- 
ber’s stallion *Hollister, now at Lucas B. Combs’ 
farm near Lexington. Masked Jester, a 4-year- 
old, after successes in France earlier in the 
season, recently won the Bretby Handicap in 
England. As another by the way observation, 
Bubbling Over, sire of the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Burgoo King, has for his third dam the same 
Biturica which was dam of Maskette. 

In a letter received on the same day his cable- 
gram came, Mr. Ryan said: ‘‘Horses here are 
dirt cheap and, I think, the best in the world. 
I could bring a dozen Phar Laps over this fall. 
Was in Berlin a few days, visiting Everett 
Haynes, but didn’t care so much for the racing 
there as in France, where I know everybody, 
including the horses.”” Mr. Ryan is living at 
Hotel George V., Avenue George V., Paris. 


THE NEXT GRAND NATIONAL. 


Added money for next year’s Grand National 
Steeplechase has been reduced from £5,000 to 
£4,000 (about $16,000). Conditions for qualifica- 
tion remain the same as for the 1931 renewal, 
Entries will close January 3, 1933.

BYRD IS FOR SALE. 


ROM the offices of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 

pany in New York Friday, May 27, E. J. 
Tranter phoned THE BLOOD-HORSE that Mrs. Gra- 
ham Fair Vanderbilt had, through Trainer Alex 
B. Gordon, authorized him to sell her racing 
stable of 10 horses at Belmont Park, Saturday, 
June 4, and she had also authorized the sale of 
the promising young stallion Byrd at the auction 
in the Lexington Sales Paddock next November. 
The next morning, Saturday, John H. Morris, 
master of Bosque Bonita Stud, Versailles, dropped 
into THE BLOOD-HORSE office, as he often does, 
for a chat. In the course of the conversation he 
said: “I want you to stop in at the farm and 
see my yearlings and at the same time I would 
like to show you some particularly good suck- 
lings by Byrd. Now there’s a young horse worth 
knowing about. He is as promising for a stock 
horse as any I have seen in a long time.”’ 

Byrd, as readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE doubtless 
know, is a chestnut, foaled in 1923, by Peter Pan 
from Ruth Law, by Broomstick. He was a good 
handicap horse; raced at two, three, four, five 
and six in good company, and has an excellent 
constitution and wonderful disposition. He made 
his first season in 1931 at Thomas Piatt’s Brook- 
dale Farm, where he is now serving. We do not 
know that he can or cannot be purchased pri- 
vately, but anybody interested might inquire of 
Mr. Tranter. Mr. Piatt also has a very high 
opinion for Byrd and he had been quite as com- 
plimentary about his foals as has been Mr. 
Morris. Alex Gordon has great faith in Byrd. 
It was on his recommendation that Mrs. Vander- 
bilt retained him to give him a chance in the 
stud. Mrs. Vanderbilt’s decision to retire from 
racing will have no bearing on the status of 
Sarazen. That worthy, temperamental gelding is 
at ease for life at Brookdale Farm. 


ALWINGTON STUD DISPERSAL.

Remember what 
Captain Jock Crawford told the members of the 
Thoroughbred Club at a luncheon meeting at 
Lexington last month. He said: “Hold on to 
your best mares.”’ He told his hearers that by 
keeping the best mares they are sure to make 
money. If you haven’t the money available, dig 
up somebody who has been hoarding and show 
that somebody how to invest it in stock that will 
not depreciate as has the sort that has been 
printed on paper and shoved over the counter 
at the stock exchange. 


REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES. 


Several inquiries from breeders as to why 
registration certificates for foals of 1931 have 
not been received from The Jockey Club have 
come to THE BLOOD-HORSE. We wrote Fred J. E. 
Klees, the registrar, upon the subject and his 
reply was that the work entailed in producing 
Volume XV of the American Stud Book, which 
is promised for June 15, together with the fact 
that 1930 and 1931 registrations broke all previ- 
ous records, caused the checking of the 1931 
registrations to be somewhat delayed. 

Mr. Klees wrote further: “While it has been, 
and is, our policy to check applications in the 
order of their receipt, considering this to be fair 
and equitable, we have however, when requested 
to do so, given precedence to applications where 
a sale is in prospect or contemplated. 

“Much delay and correspondence is due to the 
fact that all of the data and information re- 
quested on our application blanks are not fur- 
nished, nor do the majority of the breeders 
report, annually, the breeding status of mares 
having no foals. It has been the aim of the 
writer to have the breeding history of all mares 
complete so that every year shall be accounted 
for and, while on the subject of reports, we 
would like to obtain the report of all geldings 
and deaths, but up to the present time only a 
small percentage of these are reported.” 


TO SELL SHOSHONE STUD YEARLINGS. 

All of the yearlings, except those by the un- 
tried Hustle On ($70,000 son of Hurry On— 
*Fatima II), at W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud, 
Lexington, are to be sold in the Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s paddocks at Saratoga in August. 
There will be 15 owned outright by Mr. Coe and 


six owned in partnership with others. This in- 
formation was given to THE BLOOD-HORSE on 
Friday last by Hugh Fontaine, Manager of 
Shoshone Stud, who also said: 

“Mr. Coe has 30 2-year-olds and he has decided 
that he does not wish to train the entire crop 
of yearlings. He knows there would be no market 
for the get of Hustle On at this time, and no 
market for any except proved sires, so he is 
sending the get of Pompey to the sales.” 

It is recalled that Major August Belmont, be- 
cause of his activities in war work in 1918, and 
not wanting to train that year’s crop of year- 
lings, sent the Nursery Stud lot to Saratoga sales 
and Man o’ War there became the property of 
Samuel D. Riddle. 

Stud owners are just as liable to sell the best 
crop ever raised as to keep the best crop under 
exigencies of this kind. 


LIPAN SPRINGS RANCH. 


Col. Richard S. Waring, master of Lipan 
Springs Ranch, San Angelo, Texas, breeder of 
Thoroughbred horses, polo ponies and registered 
Hereford cattle, in the course of a letter renew- 
ing his subscription to THE BLOOD-HORSE says: 

“I look forward each week for your paper. 
Would miss it very much if it did not show up. 
I have 14 Thoroughbred colts and fillies this year 
all by Sheepshead Bay, chestnut son of John P.

He is to be a steeple- 
chaser. 

Jockey A. Roach accidentally caused a rifle 
to be discharged in a Kansas City shooting 
gallery. The bullet went into his right leg. 

Four claims were filed for the Glen Riddle 
Farm’s Fleet Flag at Belmont Park May 23. 
Mrs. J. Byer won the draw and got him for 
$2,500. 

Open claiming prevails at Riverside Park. On 
the first day of the meeting W. A. Mikel got 
Belgian Lass for $900 and O. L. Foster took Dr. 
Billy for $800.

OW good a racer is Equipoise? He’s as 
good as the writer attempted to tell all 
who would lend an ear when the Pennant colt 
was yet a 2-year-old. And that makes him just 
about the best horse you ever saw. Mate, Twenty 
Grand and—we’d almost forgotten—Jamestown, 
were good horses, too. But Equipoise is better. 
When just right, he always was. But—-How good 
is Equipoise, you ask? It would take too long 
to tell. W. S. Vosburgh’s Suburban Handicap 
weights may furnish a true line. According to 
the handicapper’s adjustment, the 4-year-old is 
worth 132 pounds at a mile and a quarter in a 
year of high-class handicap performers. As Neil 
Newman points out, it is significant that Mr. 
Vobsurgh rates Equipoise to be a five-found 
better horse than a racer few of us knew and one 
the Jockey Club handicapper, in his 50-odd years 
about the tracks accounted without peer— 
Salvator.

OCKEY Herman Schutte, of the western di- 
vision of the Audley Farm Stable, remarked 
to the writer while here to pilot Gallant Knight 
in the Suburban, “There is one race in America 
I am anxious to win before hanging up my tack, 
the Kentucky Derby.’”’

It is a pity for he looked to have the makings of 
a real 3-year-old. Incidentally he and the others 
of the string probably could be purchased at 
fair prices as Mrs. Vanderbilt has signified her 


intention of disposing of her Thoroughbred hold- 
ings-—with one exception—the gallant old 
pensioner—Sarazen.

But the veteran 
pilot, who is staging a comeback, and his 8- 
year-old mount, won under sufferance of the 
4-year-old *Acuzar, which, with Jockey Bauman, 
constituted the other half of the Widener entry. 
Bauman had to swing the sensational *Acuzar 
mightily in the last few yards to permit Arc 
Light to make the accounting. 

AX HIRSCH has Tick On, champion hard- 

luck 3-year-old of the season, going along 
well under saddle again following his encounter 
with a stall while schooling at the barrier three 
days before the Preakness. On Post, also re- 
covered from an injury, will be slow coming to 
hand, as his trainer is giving the On Watch colt 
every chance to prove his mettle. Max has had 
a lot of luck this season, but most of it was bad. 

PPREHENSION is a far more popular sire 

with Eastern horsemen than with Western- 
ers. The son of Friar Rock and Swan Song, by 
Ben Brush, is a sure-fire sire of speed, as at- 
tested by Larranaga, Chestnut Oak, Mountain 
Elk, and others. 

ASTE, one of the several youthful sires 

serving at J. E. Widener’s Elmendorf Stud, 
may prove a success. He has two excellent pros- 
pects in The Pelican and Crazy Jane, 2-year-old 
members of his owner’s string. His forte was 
speed, but he could carry it far enough to win 
the first Fairmount Derby and Annex a Withers 
from one of the best fields that has ever paraded 
for that event—-a far classier band on the whole 
than participated for the recent renewal. 


HE writer was much impressed by Happy 

Gal’s victory in the Juvenile, in which she 
turned the five furlongs in :57, the fastest time 
in the 37 years it has been run over that distance. 
She is a more prepossessing miss by far than 
was Top Flight at a corresponding age, yet 
scarcely taller. Her middle piece is perfection 
itself.

It is 
pointed out she enjoyed a five-pound maiden 
allowance, but on the other hand, she was in the 
deep going all the way. A match at the distance, 
giving the filly only her sex allowance, should 
prove interesting. There can’t be much difference 
in them, judging from the way they came to the 
line in their two meetings.
